That graphic charts can applied 
the book manufacturing and book- 
binding industries has been demon- 
strated several larger plants. Such 
charts tell their story simply and ef- 
fectively. They offer the executive, 
department heads and foremen 
ready reckoner estimating the ebb 
and flow production and whether 
certain departments the entire 
plant itself are keeping the neces- 
sary production pace, marking time 
falling below par. 


Load Factor Graph 


Fifteen years ago the public utili- 
ties field became “business conscious” 
and began study their ills from 
scientific and engineering point 
view. 


One the results their study 
was the establishment definite 
“load factors” for generating stations. 
They found, for example, one lo- 
cality, that six generators were 
needed carry the required load for 
four hours the day, and that only 
two three were needed carry the 
load during the remaining hours. 
Therefore they set about very 
definite and determined manner, 
make their public “electrically con- 
scious,” with the result that today 
there are all kinds electric house- 
hold appliances common use all 
during the day. 

The net result that today those 
six generators are still needed during 
four but five, instead two, 
are now needed carry the load dur- 
ing the rest the day. Thus intelli- 
gent study their common prob!ems 
throughout the electric-utility field 
has meant larger profits and divi- 
dends for all public utilities.

“While cannot speak for other de- 
nominations, and possibly there may 
vast difference opinion the 
subject,” Mr. Hennings said rep- 
resentative BOOKBINDING MaGa- 
ZINE, “it seems that the feeling 
that church hymnal, for instance, 
should have “dull” cover fast dis- 
appearing. The latest hymnals now 
not only show artistic cover designs 
but color combinations that are truly 
attractive.” 

Even Bibles have recently appeared 
garb red, blue, purple, rose and 
white and other cheerful shades, ac- 
BINDING MAGAZINE, and was this 
tendency that Mr. Hennings referred 
his interview. 

“In our own particular said 
Mr. Hennings, “church books are now 
being planned colorful, cheerful 
and pleasant the eye, and the va- 
rious shades blue, heliotrope, lilac, 
purple have been favored.” 


Experiments for Best Cover Effects

Other branches work fitted very 
nicely with these specialized products, 
and automatically developed into prof- 
itable side lines, such embossing 
work all kinds, graining printed 
covers after the printing has been 
done, moorishing grained paper stock, 
two-toned colored covers, also the han- 
dling gilt edge bindings art 
covers, etc., etc. 

The fact that the Eden Publishing 
House prints church and Sunday 
school periodicals, issued weekly, 
monthly and quarterly, and which are 
distributed over 225,000 readers, 
was responsible way for the pub- 
lishing house going the market for 
outside business.
